Applicant's arguments filed April 24, 2006, have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicants argue that there is no any suggestion or motivation to use both majority voting described in Spilker and interplex described in 
Butman in combination. 

The Spilker reference ('071) discloses in FIG.9 a Majority Vote Logic to combine a subset of the plurality of signals (C/A code, P clock, C/A 
clock, PA" code, New M PN code XZ) to form a majority voted signal (out put from the Majority Vote Logic) as described in FIG.1 of the 
current application; and interplex modulating (Mod 2 Adder & BPSK Modulator) the majority voted signal and others of the plurality of 
signals to form the constant-envelope composite signal (column 2, lines 48-54, wherein the output of the phase modulator is the constant 
envelope composite signal) as cited in the claims. 

Further, Butman discloses the well-known in the art the new PSK/PM scheme, called interplex, which improves cross-modulation loss 
(Abstract, Butman), with Cos and Sin signals in Fig.2 (Butman), as described in the current specification FIG.2 block 40 to form I and Q 
components of composite signal. 

Therefore, there are suggestions of interplex modulating in Spilker reference and the benefit of using the interplex modulating described in 
Butman's Abstract and Conclusion. Hence, the combination is proper. 

There are three possible sources for a motivation to combine references: the nature of the problem to be solved, the teachings of the prior 
art, and the knowledge of persons of ordinary skill in the art (MPEP 21 43.01 [R-2]). Hence, the obvious combination is proper. 
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
